The leader of the minority, Senator 


Robinson of Arbansas, set as 
the 


price of completing the legislative 
program for this session, a $25,000,- 
000 fund to be administered by tho 
Red Cross, without provision for re- 
payment. 
• Seeing the hopelessness of 
their 


earlier position, the food appropria- 
tion sponsors yielded yesterday to let 
the 545,000,000 drought relief loan ap- 
propriation go to the White House, 
stripped of the Caraway amendment 
which would have given 515,000,000 
more for food. Simultaneously, how- 
ever, they prepared to attach the 
525,000,000 to the agriculture depart- 
ment supply bill. 


To do this they have to muster a 


two-thirds vote, and Robinson be- 
lieved he could get it. 
If not, he 


warned: 


"Much other relatively unimpor- 


tant legislation is going on the scrap 
heap." 


Prepare For Fight 


And if they succeed when the vote 


comes, Robinson's forces were deter- 
mined to hold fast even though the 
house proved equally unyielding and 
the whole bill failed of passage. This 
would leave the agriculture -depart- 
ment withaut appropriated funds-to 
carry on its multitude of activities 
and might be -sufficient to force the 
extra session of the new congress 
which the administration is deter- 
mined to avoid. 


As the struggle in congress stiffen- 


ed, the Red Cross began receiving 
substantial contributions in its drive 
for 510,000,000 to feed farmers in the 
drought states. Simultaneously, how- 
ever, field reports reflected a situa- 
tion increasingly grave, with the 
number of those destitute increasing 
by leaps and .bounds. The weather, 
turning to snow and bitter cold in 
several of the afflicted states, added 
to the misery. 


A charge by Senator Thomas, Dem- 


ocrat, Oklahoma, that the Red Cross 
had $25,000,000 on hand, and had no 
need to raise funds was denied by 
Chairman Payne of tLe relief orga- 
nization. He pointed out that half of 
the 
assets 
was 
an 
endow- 


ment fund, of which only inter- 
est could be touched, and other re- 
serves were essential if the organiza- 
tion were to remain able to meet pos- 
sible unforeseen disasters. Already 
its $5,000,000 disaster relief fund is 
being used to feed drought victims. 


The Democratic opportunity to at- 


tack the food appropriation to the 
agriculture bill was expected some- 
time during- the remainder of this 
week, just possibly today. The Re- 
publican leadership, however, sought 
to put through the ulterior depart- 
ment supply bill which has 
been 


pending since before Christmas, and 
tomorrow a vote is promised on re- 
consideration of a bill to spend $30,- 
000,000 on modernizing battleships.

Mexico City —CXP)—Dispatches to 


the newspaper Universal from Oaxa- 
ca today said that seven persons 
were killed and nine injured there 
by the earthquake which shook all 
of southern Mexico last night. 


Much of the city was in ruins, 


many buildings having collapsed. 
The city was in panic, the dispatches 
said and despite intense cold many 
of the Inhabitants remained through- 
out the night in the parks, afraid to 
sleep within walls or because their 
homes had been destroyed. 


Severe earthquakes which rocked 


Mexico City for more than four min- 
utes early last night took one life, 
injured 25 persons, knocked down 50 
walls and houses and did other dam- 
age. 
Residents, attaching 
significance 


to the coming of the quake on the 
heels of three of the coldest days in 
many generations, ran panic-strick- 
en into the frozen streets and knelt 
to pray In a driving rain and electric 
storm. 
For hours after the tremors a 


ilickering yellow light pervaded the 
skies, glowing unnaturally through 
the rain and adding to the general 
fright. There were reports that the 
volcano Popocatepetl, 55 miles away, 
was in minor eruption, tossing rocks 
and fire from its crater. Clouds ob- 
scured , the snow-covered summit 
from the city. 
The first of the shocks was felt 


at 6:51:47 p. m., the maximum mo- 
tion occurring at 6:52.57. After four 
minutes the seismographs at Tacu- 
baya observatory were displaced by 
the shocks and no further record 
was made. Other instruments show- 
ed that the tremors continued for 
28 minutes in various parts of Mex- 
ico, concluding at 7:19 p. m.

Oaxaca, :Puebla, Guerrero, Tlaxcala, 
Southern Tamaulipas, Yera Cruz, 
Mexico, Michoacan, Jalisco, Guana- 
juato, Queretero, Hidalgo,-Tabasco, 
Campeche and. Chiapas. Both "Vera 
Cruz and Tampico reported strong 
quakes but with only minor damage. 
Inhabitants of both cities fled into 
the streets, terror-stricken.

white horse, rode at the head of 
ills army down, streets lined with 
thousands saddened at the natural 
catastrophe which, had struck the 
city. " 


The quakes last night were of an 


undulating character. Church, bells 
tolled, clocks stopped and chandeliers 
were ..tilted. Lights went off and 
telephone service failed for about 
ten minutes. 


The one death, that of a woman in 


La Calle San Antonio Abad and the 
injuries were caused by falling 
cornices and masonryvin the streets. 
Four persons, one a child, wera In- 
jured i>y falling objects in houses. 
Automobiles parked -In the streets 
suffered considerable damage.

Three have fallen before the gun 


fire of their gangland 
opponents, 


namely Jack Zuta, northside hench- 
man of George "Bugs" Moran, slain 
in a Wisconsin lake resort shortly 
after the killing of Alfred Lingle, 
Tribune reporter, last summer; Jo- 
seph Aiello, who walked into a ma- 
chine gun ambush In Chicago several 
months ago; and James Belcastro, 
reputed "king pin" of Chicago bomb- 
ers who was shot and dangerously 
wounded the other night on a busy 
Chicago thoroughfare.

"CULT OF INCOMPETENCE" , 
In Faguet's "Cult of Incompetence" 


declared to be "a scientific study of 
democracy without any preconceived 
notions or prejudices and without any 
desire to support a particular thesis," 
it is asserted that the ruling or ani- 
mating spirit of an aristocracy is hon- 
or, whereas fear rules in a despotism 
and in a democracy "is the worship of 
incompetence and inefficiency." 


The idea fails at once when judged 


only by the history of aristocracies. 
Had honor been the sole motivating 


' spirit in aristocracies they would nev- 


er have failed. It is quite likely that, 
most aristocracies had their birth in 
honor and it is just as likely that when 
they have succeeded it is because the 
ruling spirit of honor has passed down 
from father to son in a lucky, but as 
we know the genealogical tree, a hap- 


' hazard and unnatural manner. Un- 
" fortunately for aristocracies1 honor is 


not for aristocrats alone, and more un- 
fortunately, some aristocrats have had 
' none of it. Too many aristocrats have 


~ turned in disgust from their form of 


government, either to a despotism on 
the one hand or a democracy on the 
i other, because of a lack of honor in 
their rulers. 


While it is true, as claimed by this 


' author, that the ruling spirit of a des- 


potism is fear, again we confront a 


- situation that cannot endure forever 
because fear,, though it sometimes bows 
the knee and even scrapes the forehead 
on the ground, often is supplanted by 


_ the courage that knows no fear, the 


courage--that walks_to stake or-blocfel 
_with proud and fearless tread rather 
than submit to despotism. And this 


- courage, even in a despotism, is as 


spontaneous as it was in the old arena 
at Rome when thousands voluntarily 


.„ went to the lions rather than disavow 
" belief in their faith. 


In a despotism, so long as it lasts, 


" fear rules fear for "he who strikes ter- 
" ror into others is himself in continual 


fear," nor has enduring good ever re- 
sulted from the cruelties and the vio- 
lence in those unnatural lands where, 
tyrants hold sway. 


By the, very same token if incompe- 


tence and inefficiency ruled in democ- 
racies their lives would be shorter. 
Numerous cases can be found in his- 
tory to support Faguet in this conclu- 
sion because numerous democracies 
have crumbled into decay through in- 
competence and inefficiency. That 
does not signal incompetency and in- 
efficiency as a necessary attribute of 
a democratic government but rather 
is an exposure of the ignorance and in-" 
capacity of the people in that par- 
ticular democracy. Faguet's claim 
that because a democracy is based 
upon equality it must come to 
despite the superiority that makes 
for 
efficiency, 
finds 
counter-evi- 


dence on every hand. Most peo- 
ple in a democracy try to choose pub- 
lic servants not because of their lack 
of ability or qualification for a position 
but because of their particular training 
and fitness for the job. The exceptions 
now and then that may be found in 
a democracy like our own, where men 
quite -unqualified for legislative bur- 
dens are sometimes selected by the 
people, only go to prove the rule. 
, 


But if the human race alter experi- 


menting for several thousand years 
with the different forms of govern- 
ment, conies to admit that democrac}*, 
the last hope of humanity, is a failure 
and worthless., in that the majority TV ill 
pat power into the hands of incompe- 
tents and thus bring everything down 
to the level of inefficiency, then noth- 
ing is left but our stars, the com- 
pounds of sorcerers and magicians, „ 
with a return to tribal life, everyone 
for liitnself and the devil for all.

BANK NAMES 


The recent failure in New York of 


the Bank of the United States brings 
to mind a point which apparently is 
not given careful consideration in the 
granting of bank charters, and that is, 
the proper selection of a name under 
which the bank is to function. The 
name, "Bank of the United States," 
under which this particular bank op- 
erated was an unfortunate selection 
and never should have been permitted. 


Those who are familiar with the ear- 


ly history of this country will recall 
that the first Bank of the United States 
was projected by Alexander Hamilton 
when the government had been organ- 
ized under the constitution. It was 
duly established and continued in ex- 
istence until 1811, when it went out 
of existence OAving to the failure to ob- 
tain a renewal of its charter. A second 
Bank of the United States was incor- 
porated in 1816 and operated until 1836 
when it became involved in the poli- 
tical intrigues of President Jackson's 
administration and finally ceased to ex- 
ist. This was the last attempt in this 
country to establish a central bank 
comparative with those of other coun- 
tries like the Bank of England or the 
Bank of <France. 


Many people in this country, natu- 


rally, understand our present banking 
laws, and the essential difference be- 
tween the federal reserve, national and 
state banks. But there are many who 
do not, and the very name, "Bank of 
the United States,"~impfies that ft was 
or might be directly connected with'the 
national government, and therefore in- 
dicative of the condition of our national 
credit. Particularly at this time, in a 
period of economic distress and busi- 
ness depression is the opportunity of- 
fered to communists', anarchists and 
"rumormongers" to throw a few mon- ' 
key wrenches into the national ma- 
chine, and arouse among certain classes 
feelings of enmity against our federal 
government. 


The Bank of the United States was 


operated solely under the control of 
.the state of New York and had no con- 
nection with the federal government, 
but the investigation concerning its 
operations emphasizes the care with 
which both national and state govern- 
ments should supervise even the mat- 
ter of a name.

THE FIRST LOCOMOTIVE 


On Jan. 15, 1831, the first locomotive built in 


America, appeared on the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad. It was called the "Best Friend." De- 
signed by Adam. Hall, it was built at the West 
Point foundry in Kew York City. 


The" "Best Friend" had a vertical tubular 


boiler carried at one end of the horizontal plat- 
form or frame> while the cylinders were earned 
at the other end. The four wheels occupied the 
space between the boiler and the cylinders. 


The West Point foundry built a second loco- 


motive,' the "De Witt Clinton," in 1831, which, 
was' put at work on the Mohawk and Hudson 
railroad, now part of the New York Central and 
Hudson, railroad.

Many an unhappy kid, especially

bly wonders why is .spinach. Well, 
ven we doctors are none too certain 
[.bout it, but we have lots of spinach 
nd somehow we feel that the joung- 
ters ought to enjoy it. There is 
omething in this reminiscent of 
mashed potatoes. I remember vivid- 
y how many a grand turkey dinner 
was utterly ruined for me because 
my elders insisted that I must take 
along with it some mashed potato. 


!ven today if you want to bring out 


my worst nature just try to shove a 
helping of mashed potato onto my 
plate. If any kids today feel toward 
spinach half as passionately as I do 
toward mashed .potato, then Pro. sure" 
our modern dietic fondness for spin- 
ach is a'grave mistake. 


Perhaps there will be .good news 


'or some kids in the suggestion giv- 
en by an excellent nutrition author- 
ty, Dr. William Weston, Columbia, 


C, that the spinach be adminis- 


ered painlessly, so to speak. 
That 


means the spinach is mechanically 
washed, dried and reduced to a fine 
powder, so fine that it may be add- 
ed to the baby's milk formula and 
n that form will readily pass thru 
he fine hole in the nippel of the 
nursing bottle. 
In this way Dr. 


"Weston has fed spinach daily to in- 
"ants who were subject to aliment- 
ary anemia (anemia from insufficient 
ron in the food) in quantities varying 
'rom one-half to one teaspoonful. In 
some infants a diarrhea was set up 
after several days if as much as a 
teaspoonful of the dried powdered 
spinach was given daily and in such 
cases only half a teaspoonful was 
used. Some babies could take two 
teaspoonfuls daily. In every case 
the use of this spinach concentrate 
with the milk formula brought about 
distinct improvement in the baby's 
jealth, the hemoglobin in the blood 
increased, the baby looked and acted 
more like a healthy baby. Besides, 
many nursing mothers 
took 
the 


spinach concentrate, and they rapid- 
ly improved in health, as did the 
milk supply and the health of the 
baby. 


Dr. Weston has found that carrot

At first he was not sure that carrot 
tops did not contain a poisonous sub- 
stance, but experience with it In 
many cases showed that no such tox- 
ic substance exists In carrot tops. 


Chemical analysis of spinach ex- 


plains why it is used in the feeding 
of infants and young children: The 
South Carolina experts found spin- 
ach contains 543 parts of iron per 
million parts spinach, 140 parts 
manganese. 15 parts copper and S40 
parts of lodin per buHon.

The superior man, it is 
argued, must be given absolute pow- 
er ...... There are some ---- who find 
this superman to a section, narrowly 
defined, of the very rich. Let the 
Congress and the Legislatures ad- 
journ, they argue and this little 
group which two years ago was 
assuring us of permanent prosperity 
will solve our problems. 


"These views, .in some form are 


held ...... T/v large numbers of peo- 
ple In ' every political community. 
There is belief in direct action as a 
short cut to the solution of social 
Issues. There is confidence in the 
guidance of that direct action by a 
small, arrogant and 
self-selected 


-group. 


"The question that we as a respon- 


sible government must answer Is: 
Can society direct, with reasonable 
wisdom and justice, the 
activities 


through which it secures its liveli- 
hood, comfort and enjoyment? Can 
Wisconsin do this thrc-ugh enlight- 
ened 
economic 
leadership 
and 


through popular government based 
upon careful research, wise counsel 
and decisive action? 


How to Answer 


"We shall answer this question 


not by what we say, but by what we 
do ..... Unless "we solve our problem 
through the peaceful processes of 
intelligent economic leadership and 
responsible government, forces 
be- 


yond our control will inevitably at- 
tempt to solve them by some form 
of direct action.'' 


On grounds that laws must be 


dynamic rather than static, Governor 
LaFollette 
offered 
proposals 
for 


changing the corrupt practices act in 
an effort to avoid "evasion by out-of- 
date provisions." They are design- 
ed to require candidates to accept 
responsibility for the action of per- 
sons, -who participate in their behalf. 


'•Wisconsin has had an election 


system in which any responsible cit- 
izen may seek public 
office," the 


governor said. "But 
in a rapidly 


changing- society our laws must be 
dynamic, not static, or else they In- 
vite evasion by out-of-date 
provi- 


sions. Proposals 
for modernizing 


Corrupt Practices Act In the Fixing 
of the amounts and objects of ex- 
"penditures for political 
purposes 


are ready for your 
consideration. 


These changes are 
designed to re- 


quire candidates to accept responsi- 
bility lor the action 
of those who 


participate in -campaigns on their 
behalf. Another measure which is 
ready for your consideration 
is a 


proposed amendment 
to the Elec- 


tion Laws which would declare fin- 
ally elected to an office any candi- 
date receiving -a, majority of all the 
votes cast in 
a primary. 
This 


amendment would provide 
further 


that where no candidate in a pri- 
mary receives a majority 
of all 


votes cast In the primary, the two 
candidates 
receiving 
the largest 


number of ^votes, irrespective 
of 


party, will be voed upon at the Gen- 
eral Election. This proposal would 
make the final election a more gen- 
uine and realistic reflection of the 
political interest of the citizens."' 


Speaking of proposed changes in 


political procedure, Governor 
La- 


Follette said: 


"If popular government is to pro- 


vide a satisfactory alternative 
to 


dictatorship or direct 
action, the 


procedure by which it makes and 
administers policy must, I suggest, 
be marked by four distinct steps, viz 
First, it requires ample 
consulta- 


tion and study among 
representa- 


tives of the groups affected. Second, 
from such consultation, the result- 
ing- program must be presented to 
the Legislature by 
some 
group 


ready to assume responsibility for 
its advocacy. Third, ample 
oppor- 


tunity for legislative criticism, and 
study must be insured. Finally, con- 
tinuiiis oversight of its administra- 
tion by responsible representatives 
of the public must be maintained. 


Differ in Opinion 


"There are nautral differences of 


opinion among 
individuals 
and 


groups concerning 
mattres of pol- 


icy. I do not believe, however, that 
we disagree upon the need for pro- 
ceeding to theconsideration of the 
policies with expedition. 
I recom- 


mend that we provide machinery to 
continue 
and 
simplify 
the

legislative 
leaders

"I am not referring-, in this con- 


sideration, to those details of legis-

Such legisla- 
tion. snoald not be- proposed except 
as the result of careful research, 
fan of consultation with all inter- 
ests it •would affect, ana meticulous 
draftsmanship.

should not be proposed unless and 
unm s0m& STOTsp is prepared to un- 
derwrite Its soundness and ur^ed its 


*This plan should enable the 
legislature fo proceed fo an im- 
mediate consideration of defin- 
ite measures.

"One 
theory of Amcrcian govern- 


ment has been so Interpreted 
at 


times as to isolate tho 
executive 


from the legislative branch. But a 
shrewd observer of 
government, 


"Walter Basehot, 
once wrote that 


'Administration includes legislation, 
for it is concerned with the far-see- 
ing icsuicuion vi future conduct, as 
wlel as withe the 
limited manage- 


ment of the present.' It is equally 
true that legislation includes ad- 
ministration, through the concrete 
application of general legislative en- 
actments. If we examine the adop- 
tion of important and fundamental 
policies lu the history of American 
government, we find that joint ef- 
fort of legislative, executive, 
and 


representative leadership 
outside 


the government secures permanent 
results. A narrow interpretation of 
the separation of powers has too of- 
ten invited weak and irresponsible 
government. 
A legislative opposi- 


tion, anxious to avoid responsibility 
for creative effort, has often, been 
matched with a petulant and arbi- 
trary executive. Under these condi- 
tions the public business is neglect- 
ed, and public apathy folio <-s. 


"In order to avoid these evils, a 


powerful movement has developed 
in the past fifteen years. It has tak- 
en the form of a great increase in 
the discretionary powers of execu- 
tive officers. This is due in part to 
the changed nature of governmental 
functions. Highly technical 
ques- 


tions of Tiealth and labor standards 
require specific definition by exper- 
ienced administrators. General poli- 
cies for the regulation of utilities, 
determined by legislatures, must be 
applied to concrete cases. 


But I doubt the wisdom of at- 


tempting to solve the fundamental 
question of responsibility for deter- 
mining: policy by an uncritical ac- 
ceptance of this tendency. "We can 
apply to this problem a principle 
fundamental to our traditions in this 
state — the principle of joint co- 
operation, I "urge a continuing- rela- 
tionship of this leadership, 
official 


and unoffisial, in the study of our 
problems, the 
preparation of pro- 


grams, and the supervision over the 
administration of the resulting leg- 
islation. The expansion of admin- 
istrative discretion, as recently dis- 
cussed by the Chief of our Supreme 
Court, has raised serious problems 
of judicial protection of the rights of 
the citizen. It has raised equally se- 
riouj problems of. legislative-execu- 
tive relationship. 


"I have two recommendations to 


make as an alternative to the blind 
acceptance of this tendency: 
"First, legislation providing for 
the calling together of legislative 
committees for periods of time 
when the Legislature is not in 
session, for the consideration of 
specific problems. When so en- 
gaged upon the business of the 
state, the members should 
be 


paid their actual expenses. It 
wonlci. thus be possible, during 
the extended period when the 


- Legislature isn't in session, for a 


more carefully planned program 
to be prepared. Thus the admin- 
istration of policy could be ob- 
served closely by those through 
whom it had been originally en- 
acted. 


"Second, legislation providing 


for the appointment of an Ese- 
tive Council of not more than 
twenty members, to serve with- 
out compensation 
other than 


actual expenses. One half of this 
Council should be members of, 
the Legislature named by, and 
responsible to it. The remaining 
members should be appointed by 
and 
responsible • t" the Exe- 


cutive. It .should be given ample 
powers of inquiry- 
"These proposals would, in my 


judgment, give a better opportunity 
for the continuous review of the ac- 
tivities of government in this state. 
They offer us a safeguard against 
hasty, arbirtrary and ill-informed de- 
velopments of policy. They are an al- 
ternative to the drift toward extend- 
ing arbitrary powers to tns Gover- 
-nor and the executive branch of gov- 
ernment without some compensating 
controls. I agree that a Governor 
must be held responsible for his ac- 
tions as Chief Executive. I do not 
agree, however, that be should at- 
tempt to dictate, in isolation, the 
general policy of the political group 
in power. 2Co one man has sufficient 
wisdom to diagnose the needs of 
the state. In ths exercise of the ex- 
tensive semi-judicial and eemi-legis- 
latiyg powers necessarily given to 
administrative authorities a continu- 
ing study of their trends and effects 
by both official and unofficial leader- 
ship is now essential. 


"But there is a second reason be- 


hind these recommendations. It re- 
lates to the opportunity for includ- 
ing, on tire Executive Council, of 
spokesmen for agriculture, manu- 
facture, commerce, finance, labor, 
and similar basic interests in the 
state. A generation ago. American 
research which lias yielded undream-: 
ed of productivity ot goods and ser- \ 
vices. The movement has ocen ex-; 
tended into iiational and regional or- 
ganizations of industries Trtuch cave 
cooperated in research and estab- 
lished standard practices aad meth- 
ods.

gram to the Wisconsin legisla- 
ture in Madison. . His message, 
containing 10,000 words, expres- 
sed the policies of Wisconsin 
progressives. 


achievement if w$ establish a contin- 
uing practice of this kind. 


"The structure 
of government, 


however effectively organized, mils' 
rest -upon a broad basis of popular 
consent. It is possible- for a political 
group in local or state office over a 
long period to acquire vested inter- 
ests in the government which, the or 
dinary methods of election cannol 
overcome. It should be equally pos 
sible in such emergencies for the cit- 
izens to apply some extraordinary 
methods for dealing- with this situa- 
tion. This would prevent that sense 
of frustration or indifference which 
leads to regular practice of law vio- 
lation or direct action. 


I recommend as HI prevention 


of this the amendment of the 
Constitution of the state to pro- 
vide for the use, subject to de- 
sirable restrictions, of a means 
whereby legislation 
desired by 


large sections of the voters can 
be directly initiated for action by 
the Legislature or by direct pop- 
ular ratification; and a means 
whereby 
legislation 
enacted 


against the opposition of sub- 
stantial groups of voters may be 
subjected, before finally taking 
effect, to submission, to the vot- 
ers of the state. 
"We cannot be certain, In the de- 


cades to come, of the developments 
in governmental structure necessary 
for meeting- new problems. Without 
some ultimate armory from -which 
constitutional weapons may be tak- 
en, we may be seriously handicap- 
ped. It is unnecessary to point out 
how much our difficulties in the en- 
forcement of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment are due to the constitutional 
tangles in which the question of the 
measurement of public opinion is in- 
volved. 


Turning to -unemployment, Gover- 


nor LaFollette said: 


""Wisconsin and this 
particular 


Legislature must consider 
perma- 


ment remedies for this situation — 
methods of increasing ths purchas- 
ing power of the producers on the 
farm and in the factory, to enable 
them to buy back the things which 
they produce. 


"A sound financial policy requires 


the establishment of reserves in time 
of prosperity for 
meeting 
capital 


charges in 
times 
of 
depression. 


Sound labor policy requires reserves 
to maintain the living standards and 
buying power of the worker. These 
should be -utilized Jn periods of de- 
pression to be applied in productive 
employment that add to our perma- 
nent -wealth. But first, however, we 
must deal •with the immediate emerg- 
ency oh the basis of this principle. 
President "William 
Green of 
the 


American Federation of Labor very 
aptly declares: 
" 'Relief, however necessary, Is not 


a constructive remedy. The construc- 
tive thing is to furnish, employment. 
Here we must look to the govern- 
ment to take tha Initiative, The gov- 
ernment la freer to act to advance a 
great human purpose than Is private 
business. Labor looks to federal and 
state governments to act quickly to 
facilitating -work or public construc- 
tion i undertakings and in the order- 
ing of government supplies. Such 
advancing of orders Trould 
put 


money Into circulation and would 
give employment to many and in- 
directly 
stimulate production In. 


many private Industries.' 


"The burden, of meeting this sltaa- 


HOB falls the more heavily on us, be- 
cause the difficulties have been mul- 
tiplied by the tragic lack of leader- 
ship of the national administration 
during this entire period. Our na- 
tional spokesmen claimed to have 
stafalished a nsw Industrial and so- 
cial standard. Future generation 
will be astonished at their deliberate 
opposition to the most elementary; 
plans for esta.blisb.ins- public employ- 
ment exchanges, adequate records of 
unemployment "and long-tiros plan-; 
ning of public works, even after the 
present crisis had been entered and 
recognised. 


"An estensiTe surve-y of the pos- 


sibilities of employment lor our citi- 
zens on work which, trill add to the 


; equipment and productiv- 


ity ol our resources has been rna^e.

"The responsibility for the admin 


istration of this program is given 
in the Emergency Highway Bill to

It likewise provides 
an agency for correlating- such othe 
action as may be found necessary to 
provide constructive emergency re 
lief measures for the unemployed. 


"In order that there may be 


no misunderstanding in other 
states, I emphasize tho fact that 
these measures are to bo ap- 
plied exclusively for persons 
who have been residents of the 
state of Wisconsin for at least 
five years. This bill will provide 
no work for persons who have 
not been continuous residents of 
Wisconsin since 1925. 
Regarding taxation, the governor 


said: 


"Under the provisions of the Bud 


get Law, I shall take up tho ques 
tion of financial policy, Including 
appropriations. In the special Bud 
get Message. 


"There are, however, certain mat 


ters relating to taxation and financ 
which should be acted upon immedi 
ately, prior to February 1st, in or 
der to avoid loss of revenue to the 
state and to reconcile the flnancia 
structure of the state more com 
pletely with the Budget Law of 1029 
Such measures will offer, If actec 
on now, a program of immediate re 
lief for sections of our state serious 
ly affected. The Highway Program 
with Its stimulation of employment 
for workers can bs financed through 
an increase In the gasoline tax. This 
income will also provide funds for 
tax relief through meeting current 
interest and retirement payments on 
highway bonds. This Highway Bill 
proposes also to reverse the policy 
which at times placed a premium on 
increasing local highway 
expendi- 


tures when grants from the state 
were made available. 


Help Farmers 


"It Is not enough to stimulate the 


employment of town and city work- 
ers. 
"We have another challenge in 


the depressed purchasing power of 
the farmer. A revival of his town 
markets will help; and here we must 
press upon the leaders of our many 
interests the need for reconsidering 
the whole question of the propor- 
tion of goods and service which agrri- 
culture should obtain as a funda- 
mental right. But we can also act 
immediately to relieve both the 
farmer and other owners of real es- 
tate. The financial provisions of the 
Highway Program "will help. 


"In addition, to this, we must con 


struct our budget upon, sound prin- 
cipals of finance- It is not wise to 
maintain extravagant surpluses In 
our treasury. Our trust funds are 
separate from the General Fund and 
are amply protected; -we have no 
bonded debt; any excessive surplus, 
loaned out at low Interest rates, is 
only money needlessly taken out of 
the pockets of individuals and busi- 
ness organizations much better able 
to use this money to their advan- 
tage. All that the state requires In 
tha way of Income, including a pru- 
dent surplus, should be met by the 
tax provisions of the Statutes. This 
polloy would provide a, sound finan- 
cial structure and 
procedure for 


"Wisconsin. 


"In raisins the funds necessary 


for the continuing and special ser- 
vices of our government, we must 
face honestly that feet that we are 
also redistributing the income of in- 
dividual citizens. In this country a 
large portion of our taxes Is secured 
through a tariff favorable to certain 
groups at the expense of purchasers 
o* commodities. Other huge

are raised from 
owners ot real 


estate. Butt In our present economic 
system, the most characteristic form 
of oTmership of Trealth. Is represent- 
ed in. -tee stocks and bonds of cor- 
porate organizations.

Explaining re- 
quests for funds, in testimony made 
public "Wednesday by the house ap- 
propriations committee, Mr. O'Brian 
disclosed that more than 50 trade or- 
ganizations had been found doing 
questionable things during the past 
jear. 


"The bulk of the work of the anti- 


trust division has been in the field 
of the operations of the trade asso- 
ciations, which, in most cases, is 
not reflected, in any statistics," said 
Mr. O'Brian.' "Some measure of the 
ixtent of that work may be gained 
from the fact that there have been 
under investigation during the past 
year somehing over 50 trade associa- 
tions charged with illegal practices. 


Some Cease Practice 


In some of those cases, the illegal 


practices have ceased; in some liti- 
gation will be instituted and in o£h~er 
cases 
decrees 
have been 
finally 


agreed and entered by consent. The 
department has had more complaints 
arising from the operation of these 
trade associations in the last year 
than from the merging of large busi- 
ness units." 


Some of the appropriations com- 


mittee, members wanted to 
know 


what the federal trade commission 
was doing about it and whether the. 
associations had been acting on its 
advice or suggestion. The reply was 
that in not a single instance had he 
found an association following trade 
commission advice. On the contrary, 
Mr. O'Brian said, cases bad

found where the trade association 
had "laid codes of \practices before 
the commission and had then had op- 
erated in defiance of that code or 
rule, or else had used the rule as 
cover of pretext for illegal practices."

Whenever there is any answer 
to the inquiries from business inter- 
ests concerning the legality of their 
operations, the assistant to the at- 
torney general explained,

partment always leaves itself in a 
position for "full liberty of action."

After the country had been reas- 


sured with the promise of 55,000,000 
the Red Cross in the fall furnished 
seed in drought communities where 
fall crops had been lost and where a 
quick fall crop was possible.

to a very limited section in Arkan- 
sas, Kentucky, Louisiana,

Payne told the Senate appropria- 


tioi-s committee that $329,000 was 
spent for the seed program In 238 
counties—of- about a thousand sup- 
posed to be affected by drought— 
plus $521,000 for food and 
other 


items in 238 counties in 17 states up 
to Dec. 31. Most of the food came 
from. local chapters rather than the 
national organization. 


Sentiment among Red Cross heads 


was divided as to the advisability of 
a large program. Some held that the 
emergency was an economic situa- 
tion and not really in the disaster 
class. As a national organization, it 
was felt that it couldn't concentrate 
on drought without recognizing the 
need of unemployment relief. 


Many Appeals for Aid 


The administration hadn't admitt- 


ed a real unemployment problem 
and Mr. Hoover was the Red Cross 
president. On the other hand, there 
were those who looked forward to 
a real "disaster" from, the drought 
and felt that it should have been 
anticipated and prepared for as ear- 
ly as September.

The Red Cross, how- 
ever, considers its chief responsibil- 
ity to lie in rural areas and small 
towns which usually have no com- 
munity chests or local welfare or- 
ganizations. 


By the first of this year pressure 


on the Red Cross here had become 
very heavy. Local chapters which 
were expected to handle their situa- 
tions went broke in December and 
hundreds are now in that position.
